Keep Looking Up

December will be an excel- 
lent month to locate the ecliptic in 
the night time sky, since we have 
three planets — Venus, Saturn, and 
Jupiter in the sky that are easy to 

locate! 

; The ecliptic is the plane that 
the planets are in as they orbit the 
sun. When this plane is extended 
out to the sky, it forms a circle that 
runs through twelve constellations. 
We refer to these constellations as 
the zodiac, and from Earth's view, 
three objects will always be some 
where on the ecliptic — the other 
planets, our moon and the sun. 

To locate the ecliptic simply 
observe the sky shortly after sun- 
set. Venus will be the bright object 
above where the sun sets, and it 



in the constellation — Sagittarius — 
which is shaped like a teapot. 

Since Saturn and Jupiter are 
in opposition, they will be coming 
up in the east when the sun sets. 
Jupiter is the largest planet and the 
brighter of the two. Both planets 
are in the constellation Taurus, the 
bull, which is shaped like a large 

Draw an imaginary line from 
Jupiter and Saturn in the east to 
Venus in the west, and it will follow 
(he ecliptic. Starting with Taurus in 
the east this line will pass through 
the follow ingconstellations: Aries, 

Pisces, Aquarius, Capricornus, and 

Sagittarius where Venus is located. 

During the first of December, 

it will be fun to watch the moon

move on the ecliptic from wax- 
ing crescent, to first quarter on 
the fourth, then waxing gibbous 
to full moon on the eleventh. It 
takes the moon approximately a 
week to go from one phase to the 
next. When it is less than a 
quarter, it is given the familiar 
name crescent, and when it is 
larger than a quarter, it is called a 
gibbous moon. 

The adjective waxing is 
used if it is getting larger night 
after night and waning if getting 
smaller. 

Keep looking up during 
December! Take a break from 
holiday shopping and studying 
for exams, locate the ecliptic, 
and watch the moon move night 
after night.

assistant to jhe president of Shelton State. 
Wynn, the successful, high-profile former 
president of Stillman College in Tuscaloosa, 
was brought into the Shelton community by 
Dr. Rogers this fall. 

The Fredd campus is undergoing 
changes and improvements. The President of 
our School Rick Rogers has named Dr. Cordel I 
Wynn special assistant to the president. This 
position was made official Oct. 1, the posi- 
tion was made to help designate someone to 
improving the campus and the livelihood of 
the Fredd campus.

The C.A. Fredd campus will be- 



come almost a self-sufficient campus, if all 
of the plans that Wynn and Melton have 
taken place. The campus offers various de- 
grees and certificates in such technical fields 
as auto body, automotive technology, car- 
pentry, computer science, commercial art, 
gerontological services, graphic design, land- 
scape, and respiratory therapy. The Fredd 
campus also offers some classes in core cur- 
riculum. 

The programs at Fredd have changed 
and keep improving, but according to the 
workers there, the same goal, the first prior- 
ity, the students, remain the same. Well- 
qualified teachers and instructors are there to 
give hands- on training and supervision to all 
the students as well as leadership for the 
students. 

"The great thing about the Fredd cam- 
pus is that the classes are small and great 
individual attention is given to the students 
says Valentino Eppes, a computer student.

Dave Sanders, the carpentry instructor, 
loves his kids and says that they are always 
willing to lake that extra step to learn. He also 
said the whole community is very supportive 
of the school and how it propels the youth in 
a positive direction.

"The campus and 
the facility are great and we always have all

She also seems to like the idea 
thai the classes are small and you can do a lot 
of individual teaching. Delvin Johnson a 
student in Griffin's class says that the campus 
is great and close to his home and that he 
hasn't received the amount of hands-on su- 
pervision anywhere else he has been. 

The two computer students Valentino 
Eppes and Roman Cephus that spoke to me 
were very positive as well, they both agreed 
thai the individual attention and the great 
quiet atmosphere are both good bonuses to 
the learning atmosphere of the campus. The 
two students also concurred that the comput- 
ers were very up to date and useful. In 
addition to the computer and the auto body 
department there are also many other fields 
those students can dwell and further their 
technical abilities. 

In addition to the technical level there 
are also some academic classes that are of- 
fered; this includes a full-service library on 
the campus.

Deer hunting season opens with rough weather and few bucks

Deer hunting is an ex- 
tremely popular sport in 
Alabama,but most Alabamians 
are restricted to weekend hunt- 
ing. The weekend hunter this 
year has been plagued by foul 
weather, which results in poor 
deer movement. Another 
down-side of weekend hunting 
is crowded deer woods, which 
in effect creates nocturnal 

bucks. 

Most hunters have expe- 
rienced an over-crowded hunt- 
ing situation. Here are some 
ways to be successful in over 
populated deer woods. One 



way to benefit from the high 
pressure is to hunt in a staging 
area. As the season progresses 
deer movement doesn't neces- 
sarily decrease, it just decreases 
during day light hours. 

This is when the staging 
areas come into play. A staging 
area is an area in between the 
bedding and feeding area where 
the deer will feel safe. Take a 
field for example; when hunting 
a staged pattern, a hunter would 
want to position his stand 1 00 to 
300 yards in the woods off the 
field. This will allow the hunter 
to intercept deer that are holding 
up waiting for darkness to feed 
in the open. Hunting in these 
areas will increase your success 



in high-pressure hunting. 

Also due to the shortage of 
the acorn supply, caused by and 
extremely dry summer, deer are 
forced to feed in the open fields 
much earlier in the season, which 
is an advantage. Although other 
sources of food are available, 
dryness will prevent wildlife 
from getting much-needed nu- 
trients. 

Another way to be success- 
ful on a nocturnal deer or over 
hunted deer is to hunt during 
mid-day when most other hunt- 
ers are back at camp telling sto- 
ries. Mid-day between ten and 
two o'clock is a highly effective 
time to harvest high pressure 
bucks. 



High-pressure deer will, in 
a sense learn the hunter's pat- 
tern. A mature buck is not stu- 
pid, he will feel the pressure of 
the traditional morning and af- 
ternoon hunting and as a result 
become nocturnal or move dur- 
ing mid-day. Using these strat- 
egies will increase your success 
or pressured white tails. 

Matthew Cole, an amateur 
hunter, bagged his first buck this 
year from a wheat field in north- 
ern Tuscaloosa County. Hank 
Atchison, an avid hunter, bagged 
an enormous 11 -point buck 
while feeding in an open sage 
field located in Dallas County. 
Tayloe, also an avid hunter, 
bagged an impressive 8-point 



buck with his bow while hunting 
in an open field in Sumter 
County. Each of these hunters 
were successful due to the early 
foraging of deer in open fields. 
Retired Wildlife Biologist, 
Tony Wiggins said. "Deer don't 
depend primarily on acorns, they 
depend on browse about four or 
five feet above ground." This 
hunting season, hunters will no- 
tice the different paths taken by 
deer. Techniques for killing the 
"big buck" will change this year 
due to the drought and shortage 
of available food sources. 
Wiggins suggests that hunters 
take out female deer this season 
to insure a healthier herd next 



season.

Pensacola won the

"Rodney 
Bias, Derrick Wright and 
Ulysses Jenkins have really 
been playing well," Mohan 
said. "They have provided 
important leadership on and 
offthecourt." Bias currently 
leads the team with an aver- 
age of 23 points per game. 

Despite the stellar start. 
Coach Mohan knows the 
team must continue to im- 
prove to compete with other 
teams in the state. 

"We must still get bet- 
ter," Mohan said. "We are 
still concerned about defense 
and rebounding."
